If, however, iu ipite of theso tueai* 
urea of relief, tho synco|)e continncs, we 
must have recourso to remedies of an­ 
other kiud, numerous and vtirietl in na­ 
ture, but all designed to bring hack and 
stimulate the contraction of tlio hotrt 
muscle. 


The return of general consciousness 
should t)0 stimulated by sudden aud vio­ 
lent shaking of the patient, by dash- 
iug cold water on the face and by rub­ 
bing tiie skin with alcohol or vinegar. 
These are beat applied to the temples, 
lips or palms of the hands. It ia also 
well to rub the hantls and feet, linilM 
aud eveu tho entire surface of the body 
iu au euergetic manner with a hair 
glove or any other rough tissue with 
which any stioialating lotion that may 
be at baud can be appliod, irach as bran­ 
dy or eau de cologne. 


The H|)eoial sense« should also be 
sUmulatetl. Tiie patient should be made 
to brealhe any strongly smelling stuff 
that may be at hand—sal volatile, vin­ 
egar, acetio acid or ammonia. By tliese 
different means, which are more or lc«s 
euargetio and almost always effloa- 
cions, tbe stimulants of the heart con* 
tractions bring hnck its beats, wiiile tho 
resumption of circulation carries once 
more to the brain the blmsl nm^ssary 
fur its working. 


If these different means are still in* 


•affloient, artitlcial respiration should 
be retorted to without delay. «The pa­ 
tient should be placed on the back, the 
head as low as possible, turneil to uuc 
side anti the mouth wide 0 |>eii. The op­ 
erator stiuids at liiesideof the head, 
seiies tho two elliows (irmly aud draws 
them as far upwanl and away from tlie 
btsly as possible, thertdiy diiatiug tin» 
chest and allowing the uir tu euier tho 
lungs. 


An assistant, placed by the patient’s 
legs, rests both hands on the sides of 
the base of tho chest and brings pres­ 
sure to bear on it at the very muuient 
when the patient's elbows are b«ûug 
brought back to the sides again after 
having been raised to a maximuru. In 
a word, tiie assistant acts in such a way 
as to help to drive out tbe air that has 
been s«ut into the iuugs by tho exten­ 
sion of the anus. Two skillful o|)cru- 
tors can in this way, by working well 
together, carry tin an almost normal de­ 
gree of breathing. 


It is advisable not to go loo quickly, 
as the average iiuman being tioes not 
breathe more than alKmt Hi times a 
minute. 


If in one or two minutes the syncope 
lias not come to an eiid^ there is no use 
relyiug any longt^r on this measure, and 
it will be best to resort to rhythmical 
tractions of the tongue aecording to 
tbe'method of M. Laborde of Paris. 
This method, which is constantly giv* 
ing the most uuhoiied for results in 
oases of asphyxia, consists in opening 
tlie patient's mouth, in seiiting the 
fougue with the fingers and a piece of 
linen and iu drawing it forward with
